Blh: My excuse for agalu Intruding 
upon your space U that the Interested 
gentleman who contributed last week 
the article oo tbs •* Bportlog Sunday.” 
•c ‘•Sabbath.” as be ladiffeveotly but 
erroneously call* lb* day, seems to 
have written with oca eye on the 
southeast corner of Montclair, and the 
other on the north end of Hillside Ava- 
oue. I could admire hi* courage lo 
thus challenging two at onoe bad be 
told ua who he Is. For myaelf, I would 
be ashamed of any opinion to tba ex- 
praaaton of which 1 was ashamed to 
algo my name. 

I am not acquainted with th* local 
conditions In Orange, and can therefore 
axpreaa no opinion a* to hie complaint 
of what on the surface seems to be a 
bad case of rowdyism. But if any one 
Interested In the Suoday question thinks 
I aver wrote anything lo favor of 
rowdyism oo Sunday or any other day. 
he baa read me wrongly. 1 would sup¬ 
press rowdyism from 1 o’clock Monday 
morning to 12 o'clock Saturday night, 
and betweeu 12 and 1 Sunday morning 
I would lock tbe rowdies up and give 
the police court judges a chance to earn 
their salaries. Speclfloally, I will Jolt 
with soy Interested gentleman In pre¬ 
senting the biggest Christmas turkey 
Mr. Heckal has In bis shop next Decem¬ 
ber to tbe police officer who will 
suppress tbe rowdyism oo tbe trolley 
cars which run between Newark and 
Glen Bldgs. I do not think It necessary 
to suppress tbs trolley cars, a* tbe 
Citizen suggested, for tbat would be 
burning tbe bouse down to get rid of 
tbe rats. No rowdy ha* tbe right to 
make me uoomfortable by bis obscene 
talk and rude actions on Sundays or aoy 
other day, more than has tbe church- 
man with bis clanging religious alarm. 
Tbe churob bell Is as bad as a base-ball 
field; It Is a device of tbe devil rather 
than a device to drive them away, 
wblcb was tbe original use of tbe belt. 
Aside from the Sabbatarians wbo would 
deprive every one of tbe opportunity 
to enjoy bljnself oo Sunday, there are 
oo devils In New Jersey. 

Ooe reason for this rowdyism on tbe 
trolley Is tbat tbe hotels In Bloomfield 
are, I am Informed, hermetically sealed 
on Buodsys. If tbey were not. the 
young men might stay In town, where 
they would be subject to tbs restraint 
of landlords who have an Interest In tbs 
good name of tbs place—who have a 
stake In tbe hedge, as Jndge Gay nor 
quote* an old English phrase—but lu 
Newark It la a question only of getting 
their nickels abd dimes, with oo care 
of wbat becomes of tbe customer, or 
how great a nuisance h* makes of him¬ 
self getting borne. I am reminded by 
this hermetic sealing up of the Bloom¬ 
field hotels of wbat a keeper of a 
hostelry on the Kearny road eald to 
me one Suoday while we were saying 
“ gesundhelt ’’ a few times. He la a 
German, and bis moralizing ran thus: 
*• It Is a qneer State—this New Jersey. 

I keep a hotel, a bouse of entertainment 
for travellers. If a man comes here ou 
Sunday tbe law says I mutt furnish 
him wbat be wads to sat and drink or 
my license Is taken away. If I do give 
him wbat he wants to drink, the law 
takes away my license too. It Is a 
queer State.” And my landlord breath¬ 
ed a sigh for tbe old Fatherland and Its 
Continental Sunday, which those Inter¬ 
ested Id maintaining a Puritan Sunday 
seem to think all right—In Europe^ _ 

I can see no objection to bavtog hail 
flelde whereon to | lay hall on Sunday, 
or ovals wbereoo to run bicycle races, 
any more than lo having churches 
wherein people can worship. Because 
a ball game Is played on Sunday does 
not make men drink, or gamble, or 
swear, or aet lewdly. I have known of 
these vices being practised on Satur¬ 
days. and on holidays other than 
Sundays. There Is no law compelling 
a mwti to attend these games on Sun- 

e 

days, and those who do attend have tbe 
same right to tbelr amusement tbat 
the man bae wbo chooses to spend 
Sunday afternoon singing with tbe 
girls lu tbe parlor baa to bis. 

My affirmation la that all men have 
tbe right to do whatsoever they please 
on B< ndsys. as on other days, provided 
It does not Interfere with tbe equal 
rights of others. One man's rights 
cease wbete another's begin. Rowdy- 


work, and for whloh I urg* that I 
deserve appla u se rather thaa condemna¬ 
tion a* an atheist by th* railglou*. 
The old school dale! a. Ilka Pals* and 
Thoreau and Yoltair*. would tell you 
that a man eaa ho aa rallglous with a 
trowel la his beod as with a hymnbook. 

Tbs contention of th* atheist la, If 
any gentleman la aufBcIsotly Interested 
to mak* ths Issue, tbat that* are no 
holy men and no sacred days, that 
Sunday I* not tbs Sabbath, and tbat 
there I* oo warrant lo tbs Bible for 
calling Sunday tbo Sabbath, or for 
observing It In aoy manner. Christ 
rejected the Jewish observance of Batur- 
day, aaylng tbe day was mads for man. 
This would Include ball games and 
bicycle races as well aa sermons and 
solemn music. Nor did ho establish 
any other day to be kept ** holy." The 
early Christiana worshipped on various 
days, those In different places using 
different daye. Converts from Judaism 
used Saturday as tbelr pertleular day 
of worship. 

For nearly three hundred years after 
tbs death of Christ there was no “as 
cred" day. Constantine, In 321, for 
political reasooa, established a day for 
religious use, and be pitched upon 
Sunday because It Is tbe ** Venerable 
day of ths Bun.'' But he allowed tbe 
farmers to work, so I have excellent 
authority for my horticultural opera¬ 
tor a. To stamp the day aa particularly 
tbelr own, the Christiana bit upou the 
proposition tbat because tradition da- 
acrlbed tbe resurrection of Jesus as 
having occurred on Sunday It Is a daj 
different from other days, and peculiarly 
sacred. But this Is only a man-made 
oplnloo, with no divine authority to 
support It, supposing divinity to have 
ever supported any religious opinion. 
Tbe Jewish Bsbbntb has tbe authority 
of the writer of Exodus, whoever he 
wee, but that Is no authority at all. 

Since the higher critics have got to 
work tbe whole Pentateuch has been 
thrown out of eourt. It te unreliable, 
unautbentle, and not tbe word of even 
tbe Jewish Jehovah. Moaee never 
wrote a word of the Pentateuch, and Is 
not even a ceitain historical nharacter; 
and Abraham, tbe Father of tbe Faith 
ful. Is now known to be a myth There¬ 
fore all assertions tbat pleasure and 
labor oo Saturday and 8anday are 
desecrations of a consecrated day ais 
but tie result of errooeoaa education. 
Tbe history of Sunday la becoming 
known, with tbe result tbat It la being 
less and leas observed as a rellgi us 
day. Sunday games are not an ** abuae 
of liberty,’’ for I be people have tbe 
right to tbelr liberty, and no one has 
tba right to deprive them of It. There 
are wBrlsst laws oa our sta t ut e book 
restraining vice and crime to cover all 
tbe Ills m> Interested friend complains 
about, without such a Sunday law as 
dtf-ftguree New Jersey's statute book, 
and which Is more honored lu the 
breach than In tbe observance. Let ue 
not destroy liberty to auppreea a little 
nolee.
